Mobridge-. S. P .—All South Dakota 
will face toward this city in tribute

project under way as rapidly as the 
plans could be formed and contracts 
let. 
The bridges have a combined length 
pf more than a mile and a half, and 
will contain a total of 26 spans and 
91 piers, the deepest of w hrh vees 
sunk into bed rock 60 feet beneath 
the surface of the w a‘cr.
